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HE direct end of our conſtitution is civil liberty and the 

ſecurity of our lives and properties under the protection of 
the laws : but numerous penal laws, where the puniſhinents to 
be inflicted for the breach of them are often capital, or attended 
with heavy fines, forfeitures, impriſonment, &c. muſt render our 
liberty very precarious, unleſs the laws are ſufficiently pro- 
mulged. 


The preſumption of law is, that every ſubject is privy to the 
obligations impoſed on him by the legiſlature ; but this pre- 
ſumption may become very injurious (if not unjuſt) when (from 
the multiplicity and frequent alteration of our ſtatutes) ignorance 
of them is not only more probably to be preſumed, but ſeeius a 
neceſſary conſequence of ſuch multiplicity and frequent altera- 
tions, 


Complaint hath been frequently made concerning the vaſt 
multiplicity of our ſtatute laws, which has been deemed the 
occaſion of ſuch contuſion and perplexity, that a propofal to re- 
duce their bulk, was long ſince recommended to the parliament 
of England from the Throne itſelf, at a time when the ſtatute 
laws were not an eighth part ſo voluminous as they are at 
preſent. 
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"MS James J. in one of his ſpeeches to parliament, expreſſeth 
binafelf in the following terms. There be in the common 
law divers contrary reports and precedents; and this corruption 
doth likewiſe concern the ſtatutes and acts of parliament, in 
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ſome ſo penned, as they may be taken in divers, yea, contrary 
ſenſes: and therefore would I with thoſe ſtatutes to be once 
maturely reviewed and reconciled, and that not only all con- 
trarities ſhould be ſcraped out of our books, but even that 
ſuch penal ſtatutes as were made but for the uſe of the time 
(from breach whereof no man can be free) which do not now 
agree with the condition of this our lime, ought likewiſe to be left 
out of our books, which, under a tyrannous or avaritious king, 
could not be endur ed ; and this reformation might, methinks, 
be made a worthy work, and well deſerves a parliament to 
be fat of purpoſe for it. The ſame propoſal was made in 
a ſpeech by Sir Francis Bacon, lord keeper in Queen Elizabeth's 
time——And again, in an addreſs to the long parliament. 
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A work of this kind was thought ſo eſſentially neceilary after 
the reitoration of king Charles the Second, that it was ordered 
by the houſe of commons, in England, on the fourth of October 
in the eighteenth year of that king's reign, © That a committee 
be ap pointed to confer with the lords the judges, and other 
perſons of the long robe, who have already taken pains and 
made progreſs in peruſing the ſtatute-laws, to conſider of ex- 
pedients for reducing all ſtatute-laws, of one nature, under 
ſuch a method and head as may conduce to the more ready 
underitanding and better execution of ſuch laws.” Put it 
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does not appcar that any thing hath been done in conſequence 


of this reſolution, or any of the former propoſals for the amend- 
ment of our ſtatute laws. 


This 


reſpect that there are divers croſs and cuffing ſtatutes, and 
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This ſubject requires the moſt ſerious attention, when it is 
conſidered how numerous our penal laws are become; though 
perhaps this is an inconvenience unavoidably reſulting from the 
extenſive concerns of a commercial kingdom: offences will mul- 


tiply as the purſuits and occupations of mankind grow more va- 
rious and diffuſive. | 


Our ſtatute-laws (with reſpect to criminal offences in general): 
ſeem to breath too much of the ſpirit of Draco's ; many degrees 
of offences being equally penal, and the due proportion of of- 
fences confounded : whence many delinquents are, with cruel 
precipitancy, hurried out of the world, who, by prudent and 
adequate correction, might be made uſeful to themſelves and 
to ſociety. Reaſon dictates, that puniſhments ſhould (as nearly 
as poſlible) bear proportion to the offences committed: and 
though this rule cannot, in ſome caſes be ſtrictly adhered to, 
yet it ought, in general, to be the guiding principle. 
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10 The unequal ſyſtem of our criminal laws can be vindicated 
upon no other conſideration than that of deterring offenders; 
but to obtain that end, the laws ought ſo to be promulged 


as that the perſons, who are to be affected by them, may 
probably come to the knowledge of them. 


2 There have been above fifty new ſpecies of felonies created 
by ſtatutes, ſince the revolution, and many ſevere pecuniary 
Z penalties impoſed (particularly in the revenue laws, &c.) for of- 
fences, which nothing but a poſitive ſtatute could make ſuch: 
for inſtance, by the act 1 Geo. 3. c. 7. fect. 5. © In caſe any 
* perſon ſhall let out to hire or lend any private brewhoule, 
cither with or without utenſils for brewing, without a licence 
firſt obtained from the commiſſioners of exciſe or the col- 
lector of the diſtrict (for which licence, before the fame ſhall 
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be granted, there ſhall be paid, for the uſe of his majeſty, 
fifty pounds) the perſons ſo letting to hire or lending a pri- 
vate brewhouſe, and the perſon to whom the ſame {hall be 
*. fo let to hire or lent, ſhall reſpectively forfeit fifty pounds.” 


In a nation ſo jealous of its liberties, ſuch numerous penal 
laws may become ſubverſive of that ſecurity, which is eſſential 
to the liberty of a free people, unleſs the laws are ſufficiently 


promulged. 


It is evident that no method has been yet deviſed for the 
promulgation of our ſtatutes, adequate to the great importance 
of it to the ſubjects; the printing of them cannot anſwer that 
end fo extenſively as it ought, few can purchaſe them, or find 
leiſure to compare the ſeveral laws relative to the ſame mat- 
ter; and the intricacy ariſing from their multiplicity is almoſt 
inſuperable to the greater number of the people who are bound 
by them. | ES 


The legiſlature ſeems to be conſcious that the printing the 
ſtatutes, in the manner uſually practiced, is not a ſuthcient pro- 
mulgation of them; for, in many recent inſtances, it has been 
enacted that particular ſtatutes ſhall be read, at ſtated times, 
either in the churches, during the time of divine ſervice, or at 
the aſſizes or general ſeſſions; and ſome at the time of election 
of members to ſerve in parliament. 


It is reaſonably to be doubted whether any of theſe methods 
are adequate to the end propoſed, as the attention of the per- 
ſons, for whole information theſe methods are propoſed, is ge- 
_ nerally otherwiſe diverted, and the hurry and noiſe attending 
ſome of theſe aflemblies mult prevent the audience from receiv- 
ing the information intended; beſides, the memory of man is too 
trail to retain what is read at ſuch diſtant intervals of time. 

Abridgements 
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3 Abridgements of the ſtatutes ſeem to be the moſt likely to 
XZ diffuſe the knowledge of them, and in ſome meaſure to remove 
the intricacy and difficulty of acquiring a competent degree of 
information to guide us inavoiding the penalties and dangers we 
may otherwiſe become liable to: 


F [t is preſumed, that the preſent attempt will be thought to 
merit the attention of that body of the legiſlature, whoſe pro- 
Z vince it is, more peculiarly, to be guardians of the liberties of 


their conſtituents, and protectors of the lives and properties of 
their fellow- ſubjects. 


The great number of alterations in the ſtatute-laws of this 
kingdom, ſince the publication of the laſt abridgement of them, 
* hath rendered that work of little uſe at preſent; and the ap- 
- # pendixes, which were intended to ſupply the deficiencies of the 
| K abridgement, cannot (now) effectually anſwer the end propoſed, 

on account of the perplexity ariſing from ſo many diſtinct alpha- 
# bets. The only feaſible remedy that occurred, was to embody 
Z all the ſtatutes, to this preſent ſeſſion of parliament, in one al- 
Z phabet: and as the want of marginal references in the former 
1 2 abridgement, and the imperfection of the table of the principal 


3, matters were juſtly complained of, it is attempted in the preſent” 
1 work to remedy both theſe defects. 
1 
To abridge both the number, and bulk of our ſtatute- laws, 

by digeſting the laws relative to the ſame matter into one act, 
Is and repealing the former acts, cannot be effected without the 
r- interpoſition of the legiſlature, which, can {carcely be expected: 
C- but a digeſt might be formed, wherein the laws, as they now 
E ſtand, might be diſtinctly arranged under proper heads, ſo as to

Another very conſiderable advantage that might ; devived 0

work, as little more would remain to be done than to conſider 1 
what corrections or amendments they ought to receive on the

| As a new ra in our laws may be dated from the late alterati- [ 
on in the conſtitution of this kingdom, by the bill for limiting the 
duration of parliaments, it 1s propoſed, that a new abridgement ' 
or digeſt of the ſtatutes may be publiſhed at the meeting of every 
new parliament, which ſhould contain, in one alphabet, all the 
ſtatutes down to that time. | 4 
It is apprehended that this ſcheme might be executed at 
an expence not exceeding two hundred pounds a year to 
the public; for which a copy ſhould be delivered to each 
e of both houſes of parliament, to the reſpective court
